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Output  of  lard  in  1965  in  the  major  producing  countries  increased  about  3 
percent  over  1964,  but  remained  slightly  below  the  level  of  1963. 

In  Western  Europe  the  pork  production  cycle  (and  thus  the  output  of  lard) 
has  been  on  the  upswing  since  the  low  point  was  passed  in  early  1964. 

The  great  variation  shown  in  U.S.S.R.  lard  production  parallels  the  herd 
reduction  of  1963>  the  rebuilding  in  1964  and  the  return  to  more  normal 
production  in  1965. 

Partially  offsetting  the  continuing  rise  in  production  in  Europe  as  a 
\jfaole  and  the  U.S.S.R.,  has  been  the  sharp  drop  in  U.S.  production  as  hog 
slaughter  contracted  in  1965. 

Lard  production  in  Western  Europe  is  expected  to  level  off  or  decline 
slightly  in  1966,  while  some  increase  in  U.S.  output  is  in  prospect  later 
in  the  year.

Trade 


Total  shipments  in  from  the  major  exporting  countries  were  down  kO 

percent  from  the. previous  year. 

The  United  States  continued  to  "be  the  major  exporter,  although  shipments 
in  1965  were  only  slightly  more  than  one  third  as  large  as  in  the  previous 
year.    Reduced  supplies,  higher  prices,  and  a  contraction  of  the  United 
Kingdom  market  all  contributed  to  the  drop. 

The  United  Kingdom  purchased  significantly  larger  quantities  of  lard  from 
Western  European  countries,  and  also  from  Poland.    Belgium  supplied  over 
100  million  pounds  to  the  U.K.  market  during  the  year,  five  times  the 
amount  shipped  in  196k.    Most  of  the  lard  from  Belgium  was  transshipped, 
originating  in  neighboring  countries.    During  1965,  there  was  a  substantial 
switch  from  lard  to  vegetable  and  marine  oils  in  the  United  Kingdom  for 
use  in  the  manufacture  of  compound  fats  and  margarine. 

Lard  exports  from  the  Netherlands  were  less  than  one  half  as  large  as  in 
196k.    The  Cuban  market  virtually  dried  up  in  1965  after  having  expanded 
each  year  since  trade  relations  were  severed  between  the  United  States 
and  Cuba.    The  Peruvian  market  has  also  declined  drastically  as  far  as 
Dutch  lard  is  concerned.    Peru  now  purchases  large  quantities  of  Choice 
white  hog  grease  from  the  United  States  which  are  further  processed  into 
a  lard-type  product. 

World  exports  of  lard  in  1966  will  probably  remain  at  or  below  the  level 
of  1965 •    U.S.  production  is  not  expected  to  recover  until  late  in  the 
year.    Output  in  Western  Europe  has  reached  its  peak  and  will  probably 
drop  in  the  months  ahead,  reducing  export  capabilities. 

The  United  Kingdom  market  has  become  extremely  price  sensitive.    When  lard 
again  becomes  competitive  with  substitute  materials,  it  will  perhaps 
recover  its  former  position  in  that  market.
